bunks (on the theory that heat, if sny, gcocs up). Breck in the bunk~ 
house I found the whole crew were liternlly wropping the place with 
ter prper. Overlspping lnyers were wrapned sround, covering windows 
and doors ete. After whick it was cut cut where the doors cxisted.
